Playful eddies of fine snow, whisked 
by & mournful wind, flung down the necks of 
overcoats.and made all persons caught on 
the streets gasp for breath. 


Approaching Zero at Midnight. 

For hour aftér hour the temperature 
dropped until when the theater crowds ap- 
peared on the streets of the downtown dis- 
trict about 11 o'clock sero was only nine de- 
grees away, and the end was not yet. Auto- 
| mobites, taxicabs, and carriages were requi- 

sitioned, and mosi of the shivering people 
} made straight for home, patronage of restau- 
rants and cafés falling off to a marked de- 
gree. 

From this hour the intensity of the cold 
wave increased steadily and rapidly. 

With determination the hosts of the arctic 
worla assailed the thermometer: At mid- 
night the “seven above” mark had been 
reached, and shortly after 2 o'clock the 
mercury for the first time this winter fell 
to gero. Chicago and the lone robbin said 
to have been sighted a few days ago had 
capitulated. 

It was the coldest wave of the season and 
the most sudden drop in the temperature on 
record in recent years, itis said. Moreover 
small comfort is held out to residents, as it 
is said the intensity of the cold weather 
whl steadily increase. 


Will Stay Two Days or More. 

The government weather bureau’ reported 
in the evening that the cold wave which ar- 
rived from the northwest and is now spread- 
ing over the southwest, as well as Illinois 
and Michigan, will stay for two days at 
least. 

Accompanying the sudden fall in the mer- 
cury was a bitter wind and a considerable 
snowfall, which made footing uncertain for 
pedestrians and street car tracks so slip- 
pery that schedules were interfered with to 
a certain extent. 

Active men and boys found it a feat requir- 
ing cautious exertion to turn the corners 
of the big office buildings in the loop district, 
and men and women were blown from the 
sidewalks into the streets. 

Fair weather is scheduled for today with 
brisk northerly winds. Normal conditions 
are expected to follow the-cold snap, with 
regulation winter weather continuing until 
the robins come to announce the new spring. 


Doherty Nearly Caught This Time. 

“ Mike " Doherty, the superintendent of the 
city street bureau, whose chief winter work 
is the keeping of the streets free of snow, 
had a close call. He got away on his annual 
vacation only two hours in advance of the 
arrival of the evening’s snowfall. 

Mr- Doherty, who is a true warm weather 
bird, dislikes exceedingly the onerous duties 
of his calling in a rigorous clime like Chi- 
cago’s. With the first signs of snow he in- 
variably wings his way to a more comfortable 
environment, where it snows not and where 
the ponies run in the winter just as they do 
in the summer. 

Last year Mr. Doherty made his.escape a 
couple of days in advance of the snowfall 
that tied up the city's traffic for severa) days. 
This year he bad delayed his departure longer 
than usual, but yesterday afternoon he was 
observed making hasty preparations to get 
away from the city hall. 

Old timers around the municipal building 
who boast they can foretell the weather by 
Doherty's movements better than by any 
barometer opined at the time that a snow- 
storm must be on the way toward Chicago. 

This time Doherty got a three months’ 
leave of absence and started south. He said 
he was going to combine business with pleas- 
ure by inspecting the Georgia quarries, where 
the city gets it granite paving block and the 
plants where tYfe creosote block are manufac- 
tured.

‘MAYOR JUST SAYS GO AHEAD. 


But He Does Not Issue Official Sanction | 


Something extremely novel and interest- 
ing, according to society authorities in the 
city hall, ie going to be the attraction at a 
bridge whist party to be given at the Virginia 
hotel on the afternoon of Jan. 28 by the wom- 
en of the Chicago Outdoor Art league. Just 
what form the feminine enjoyment will take, 
and how it will come, are matters unknown to 
outsiders, but apparently the allurement is 
sufficiently rare to have moved the women 
to apply to Mayor Busse yesterday for a 
permit for the affair. 

The mayor quickly and neatly sidestepped 
the applications for executive sanction fora 
society event, with or without bridge. Not 
that he had the slightest suspicion that any, 
thing in the nature of gambling might take 
place under his sanction—O, perish the 
thought! He just sidestepped and sent word 
to the women to go ahead with their party. 

‘ 


Son of League Officer Is Envoy. 

The diplomatic agent of the league who 
approached the mayor was Attorney Sidney 
Worthy, son of Mrs. John Worthy, 149 Lin- 
cein Park boulevard, who is the second vice 
president of the league, of which Mrs. George 
B. Carpenter is president. Attorney Worthy 
explained to Mr. Busse that the women who 
compose the art organization had some mis- 
givings as to the legal status of bridge whist 
parties at which the players contend for 
prizes. Their misgivings Mr. Worthy traced 
to the recent agitation stirred up against 
these feminine diversions by Arthur Burrage 
Farwell, president of the Chicago Law and 
Order league, who has unfeelingly stigma- 
tized the playing of bridge for hand painted 
china prises as nothing short of gambling. 

The plenipotentiary of the women’s organ- 
ization recalled that In one or two instances 
Mr. Farwell had sent rude detectives into 
the midst of these social gatheringsto collect 
evidence of gambiing and near gambling, end 
once had instituted what appeared like a 
coarse, brutal raid of a feminine card party. 
Anything of thet sort.at the little affair at 
the Virginia would be perfectly shocking, 
and to forestall any unpleasantness Mr. 
Worthy said he was commissioned to request 
executive sanction. If playing bridge for 
prizes was contrary to law the women would 
not do it, the attorney explained, for none of 
them wanted to infringe the statutes. 


Mayor Offers Protection. 

Mr. Busse explained that there was no king 
of a permit or other formal official sanction 
that he could give them, but he agsyreg the 
ambaseador that the party would be sare 
from the interference of the municipal ay- 
thorities. He furthemore said he woyiq be 
willing to furnish such protection fro an- 
noyance as might be requested. 

The results of Ambassador Worthy’s er. 
forte did not succeed in dissipating ail the 
misgivings which have beset the managers of 
the affair. At any rate the question o¢ 
harboring even the remote semblance o¢ 
prize winning to gambling still is in the gir

Valet Jones, on His Deathbed, Said to 


Have Confeseed That He Testiified | 


Falsely in Rice Case. 


New York, Jam 5-—[Special.J—John T. 
Milliken, the St. Louls millionaire, brother- 
in-law of Albert T. Patrick, now serving 
a life sentence in Sing Sing for the slaying 
of Millionaire Wiliam M. Rice, started for 
Texas tonight to take what is reported to 
be a deathbed confession of Valet Charles 
F. Jones, recanting the confession which 
convicted Lawyer Patrick of murder and 
gained freedom for the valet. 

The confession, said to have been made in 

the fear of death, which Jones is rapidly ap- 
pfoaching from .consumption, caused Mr. 
Milliken, Patrick’s wife, and other friends 
to hurry to New York today, where the 
former held a long consultation with District 
Attorney Jerome in an apparent effort to 
pave the way for a new trial and for the 
acquittal of Patrick. 
- When Jones departed for his fornfer home 
in Texas, after giving his damning testi- 
mony, Milliken and the others did not de- 
spair. They shadowed him with privately 
hired detectives, who have been constantly 
watching him in his southern retreat. 

One of the party who hurried to New York 
today said that it was those detectives who 
had heard of Jones’ confession and who no- 
tified them that he was prepared to exon- 
erate the mam he had convicted of murder. 

Jones was known to have consumptive 
tendencies when he left New York. 
is said, he is so far gone that he has been 
forced to take to his bed, and that when re- 
cently told by a physiclan that the end was 
not far off he sent for witnesses and made 
the confession. 


PRICE OF BROOMS TO GO UP, 
MANUFACTURERS DECIDE. 


Wholesale Rate Has Increased 50 
Cents a Dozen During Year and 
Shortage of Crop Is Alleged. 


The closing session of the Association of 
Broom Manufacturers at the Palmer house 
last hight was attended by delegates to the 
Broom Corn Shippers’ association, which 
also had been in session. 

A general advance in brooms an@the prod- 
ucts of broom corn, owing to the shortage in 
the broom cern crop, will be made, according 
to some of those at the meeting, which was 
held behind closed doors. 

State Senator William A. Gardner of Am- 
sterdam, N. Y., who presided, said the whole- 
sal@’price of brooms had increased 50 cents a 
dozen during 1008. “ Farmers have found 
that raising broom corn is not as profitable 
as raising Indian corn,” he said. “ Broom 
corn must be harvested and handled entirely 
by hand, while the other variety ls cultivated 
by machinery,” \

Serum Also to Render Immune from 
| Consumption. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Jan.’ 5.—[{Special.]—Ac- 
cording to official announcement today, the 
greatest discovery in the war against cot- 
sumption since the finding of the tuberculosis 
bacillus by Koch is made public. This is a dis- 
covery announced by Dr. Randle C. Rosen- 
berger, biologist and holder of the chair of 
bacteriology at Jefferson Medical college, 
that the tuberculosis germ can be found in 
the blood long before it reaches the lungs. 

It is declared then in a condition which 
makes it readily amenable to destruction by 
simple treatment and fresh air, and it will 
soon be possible, it is claimed, to use a per- 
fect antitoxin which will stamp the disease 
out entirely. 

* By Dr. Rosenberger’s discovery consump- 
tion, from the greatest scourge of modern 
times, is alleged to dwindle down to the 
easiest treated diseases in existence. 

The discoverer claims to have tested his 
method upon 150 cases, in none of which was 
there a failure. 


His Discovery Is Confirmed. 


He has made known the results of his ex- 
periments to the faculty of Jefferson college, 
and his whole paper upon the subject will 
appear shortly in a medical publication. Be- 
fore that Dr. Rosenberger, who is a purist 
in medical ethics, will not discuss or go into 
details of the matter. Beyond bare con- 
firmation of the essential points teday he had 
nothing to say. From other sources familiar 
with Dr. Rosenberger'’s experiments it was 
learned the bacteriologist had found that the 
tuberculosis bacilli do not first appear in the 
lungs and glands, but invariably in the blood. 

For varying degrees of time, depending 
upon the condition and susceptibility of the 
patient, they course about in the circulation 
before settling in the part that gives them 
least resistance. While in the blood they 
may be found by a simple test which Dr. Ro- 
senberger has discovered. The nature of 
this test is still a secret. Then, it is held, 
they may be eradicated quickly and entirely. 

By the discovery, it is alleged, an anti- 
toxin or virus can be injected that will render 
the human organism immune to consump- 
tion. Work upon this yvirug is now in prog- 
ress. The hope of its perfection is not e dis- 
tant one, it was cautiously said. 

“Tr there is all that is hoped,” said Dr. 
Lawrence Flick, president of Phipps Inati- 
tute for Consumption, tonight, “the fight 
against the great white plague is won.” 


Tuberculosis Cost in New York. 


Albany, N. Y¥., Jan. 5.—Considered from an 
economic standpoint, the annual cost of 
tuberculosis in this state is estimated by 
the state board of charities, in a statement 
given out today, to approximate over $63,- 
000,000, which includes the value of workers 
prematurely lost to the state. 

“In the death of the young as well as 
the mature,” says the statement, “ the state 
sustains a direct financial loss, as such death 

means the elimination of future workeré, and 
by premature death of adults the common- 
wealth is deprived of the earnings which 
should have accrued between the date of 
the death and the end of the productive 
period of ° probable life’ lesa the cost of 
maintenance during the period. 

“Thus from the standpoint of economics 
tuberculosis costs the state far more in one 
year by the lives it destroys than would be 
required to establish efficient preventive 
measures, besides which the employment of 
public money for this purpose will directly

Deadlock of 1885 Recalled.' 


In view of the possibility of a deadlock over 
the speakership in the forty-sixth génera!l 
assembly, the historic session.in 188, when 

as temporary speaker, Elijah M. Haines of 
Lake county presided, is belmg recalled. 

Haines was elected as an Independent, b 
because of the deadlock that resulted fro 
the election of an equal number of Demo- 
cratic and Republican members, was chosen 
to temporarily preside as speaker. The dead- 
lock extended fo the senatorship, and even 
prevented the Inauguration of Gov. Oglesby 
for several months. John A. Logan was the 
Republi candidate for United States sen- 
ator, but Haines refused to vote fér him. 

In the spring of that year the deadlock was 
broken by the death of J. Henry Shaw, the 
Democratic member from Cass county, and 
the election of a Republican, Capt. William 
H. Weaver of Petersburg, Menard county, te 
fill the unexpired term. 

In the special election that was called Ar- 
thur A. Leeper of Virginia, Cass county, was 
the Democratic nominee, and because the 
dfstrict was overwhelmingly Democratic his 
election was generally conceded, For the 
same reason the Democrats took little inter- 
‘est in the fight, and apparently the Repub- 
licans were inactive. Their inactivity, how- 
ever, was due to a carefully planned scheme 
of sharp politics. In a gumshoe campaign 
the Republican leaders in the district placed 
smafi ballots bearing Weaver’s name in the 
hands of their voters and gave instructions 
to all Republicans to remain away from the 
polis until one hour before closing time. 

At 4 o'clock in the afternoon Republicans 
alt over the district swooped down upon the 
voting places. Democratic leaders at once 
recogmpized the situation, but the time was 
too short to save Leeper from defeat by less 
than 300 votes.

With an extension of ten days on ‘the time 
limit for the raising of the $200,000 necessary’ 
to secure the John D. Rockefeller gift of 
$600,000, the erection of the Harper Memorial 
library. at the University of Chicago is as- 
sured. Dr. Thomas W. Goodspeed, the uni- 
versity register, in announcing Mr. Rocke- 
feller’e extension yesterday, said that $180,000 
already had been raised and expressed the 
confidence the remaining $20,000 would be 
donated before Jan. 10.

Calls Bridges a Bar. 


“The question of bridges in the present 
river,’’ he continues, “is one which almost 
puts it out of the question to look for the 
conversion of the river in the downtown sec- 
tion fnto a harbor at all. No great harbor 
tolerates bridges. There are none on the 
Clyde, only one swing be the Tyne the 
two high bridges permitting ships to go 
under them as the bridges on East river, 
New York, do. The harbor at London is 
below the bridges. There are no bridges 
across the harbor at Antwerp, and almost all 
of the harbor business {s below the bridges 
at Rotterdam. And again at Hamburg the 
ocean is wholly below the bridges. 

“The evidence of all the great harbors 
shows that streets should not be obstructed 
nor ships hampered by bridges. Hamburg’s 
solution is to have canals on the upper river 
served by low lying craft which ps a ag cor 
fixed bridges. Our grades lie ply high 
above the river to allow the Rhine type of 
boat to go freely from the lake under the 
bridges to any warehouse on either branch of 
the river and down the drainage canal.”’ 


Chicago’s Vast Opportunities. 

Prof. Goode describes in detail each of the’ 
ports he observed, finding in each some tri- 
umph in plan or operation of which Chicago 
should take heed. Manchester, for example, 
created a harbor to order, just as Chicago 
must do. The munivtipal government of the 
London port he found admirable. 

“Chicago's greatest opportunity in com- 
merce looking to the future is toward the 
south,” Prof. Goode concluded. “ The dis- 
tance from Chicago to New Orleans is just 
about the same as from Chicago to New 
York. The developments of deep water 
transportation along the Mississippi axis 
will give Chicago a direct water highway 
to the vast future markets of South America. 
The completion of the Panama canal will 
open the markets of the orient to us. 

“On the trade with South America the 
Chicago merchant may save on his freight 
the cost and time of the Chicago-New York 
trip. On all the Pacific trade he will save 
twice that.

CAPITALIZING FRANCHISES. 

The decision of the Federal Supreme 
court in the case of the Co@eolidated Gas 
company carries. all the greater weight 
because there is no dissenting judge. | 
There is no danger of a future reversal / 
of the ruling that where there is “no pos- 
sibility of competition there should be no 
allowance for good will.” The good will 
of a private corporation is gained through 
its own exertions. That of a public 
service corporation represents a franchise 
which has cost it nothing. Notice is 
served on such corporations that they can- 
not capitalize the present and prospective 
value of their franchises and then resist 
a reduction of their rates on the ground 
that it wonld be impossible to pay the 
customary dividends on thé inflated cap- 
italiza tion. 

The capitalization of a public. service 
corporation, whether it is a gas, tele- 
phone, or railroad company, should repre- 
sent the capital actually invested. The 
corporation is entitled to a fair return on 
that capital. It will seldom be the case 
that legislatures, commissions, or ‘coun- 
cile when regulating rates will make them 
too lew to permit of a fair profit on an 
hone8t capitalization. ‘If that were to 
happen there would be a remedy in the 
courts. 

The Supreme court says that if it shall 


Pabpear that the Conaplidated Gas com- 


pany, after working under the Jower rate, 
cannot get a fair, and just return on its 
property it can again present its case. 
It is to be hoped that this will become 
the general course of procedure. When

course, which the Supreme. court seems. 
‘to approve of, should be followed wher- 
ever a public service corporation asks 
the courts to enjoin rate reductions 
which are not palpably -unfair. Lower 


‘rates are followed by an merease in the 


volume of business, What the increase 
will bé can be found out only by trial. 
The results of the triai will determine 
whether judicial interference is justified. 

One report of the decision of the Su- 
preme court says that it has pronounced 
invalid the provision regulating the 
amount of pressure to be required of the 
gas company. The city law department 
should find out’exactly what has been’ de- 
cided. The council committee which is 
framing a new gas regulation ordinatice 
and the company’s officers have not been 
able to agree on thie matter of pressure. 
The Supreme court may have ended their 
controversy. 


THE WORLD’S GREAT PORTS. 

The second of three reports to the har- 
bor commission, of which the first was 
George C. Sikes’ report on river improre- 
ment, has now been made public. It is a 
noteworthy document: The author, Prof. 
Goode of the University of Chicago, is a 
specialist in economic geography, and his 
data are the results of an extended inves- 
tigation of foreign harbor improvements, 

A better approach to the proper consid- 
eration of the harbor cominission’s report, 
shortly to appear, could notbe desired. 
What other active and prosperous com- 
munities have done to establish ports 
must awaken the self-interest, foresight, 
and Metermination of this city. The great 
ports of the old world, London, Liverpool, 
Manchester, Glasgow, Antwerp, Ham- 
burg, Havre, Retterdam, Bremen, bave 
been studied thoroughly and reported upon 


‘succinctly. and. suggestively. 


The experience of these cities is uni- 
formly that their greatest growth began 
with their harbor development and pro- 
‘greased as the facilities of their port pre- 
gressed. This is significant, if not conclu- 
} sive, and suggests why Prof. Goode’s. re- 
‘port should be read by every Chicagoan 
who has a stake in the material welfare 
of the city. The array of facts and argu- 
ments assembled by this expert are ex- 
traordinarily impressive, especially those 
which compare the region tributary. to 
Chicago with the hinterland*of other great 
‘ports, and discuss our strategic advan- 
tages with respect both to rail carriaze 
and water transportation. 

This is a day of looking forward, a day 
of careful thought for the future. Un-

{ summates the offense is a serious limita- 
tion of the law, permitting evasion that 
may prove virtual nullification. It an- 
other theory is not found an amendment 


of the law laying down a safer rule must 


be had. 3 

As to the ruling which denied the pro- 
priety of considering the resources of the 
New Jersey corporation in assessing a 
penalty against its agent, limb, or mem- 
ber, thete was probably much less like- 
lihood of obtaining a favorable ruling in 
the Supreme court than as to the point 
in evidence. . Nevertheless a lay public 
which has grown very impatient of com 
porate ubiquity would welcome discussion 
and final determination by our court of 
last resort. Such a discudsion and deter- 
mination could not but clear the way to 
well conshdered curative legislation. 


RELUCTANT JURORS. 

Among the resolutions the good citizen 
made for 1900 we hope was a resolution 
not to evade jury service. 

The jury commissioners’ annual report 
makes record of ah increasing difficulty 
of filing the jury lists, and thie problem 
for years has been a serious one. It is an 
unfortunate fact, furthermore, that it is 
the citizen most compétent to serye who 
finds acceptable or. plausible reasons for 
release. Conditions. have improved in 
some degree since the establishment of 
the present system, but it is far from 
satisfactory. , 

The commissioners tentatively suggest 
the amendment of the jury law so that 
“in five or ten years’ time after service 
a man again would be eligible.” This 
is a.réasonable proposal: Two weeks in 
five or ten years donated to the adminis- 
tration of: justice and the maintenance of 

e “ palladium: of our-liberties” is hard- 
ly to be deemed an excessive tax on one’s 
citizenship. 

The babitual jury dodger is not a oiks 
citizen. It is often costly and incon- 
venient for a busy man to. serve at a 
specific time, and accommodation should 
be made freely. But where an excuse is 
simply one of temporary. inconvenience it 
ought not to be accepted eave upon defi- 
nite conditions. An excuse should not 
be grounds for release, but for postpone- 
ment. to some more convenient time defi- 
nitely determined when the excuse is gl- 
lowed, 

Tus Trisune believes that the tedious 
and overtechnical administration of our 
courts has not a little to do with the 
practical businesa man’s reluctance. to 
serve on juries, and it is confident that 
one ‘of the benefits which would emerge 
from simplification of its machinery would

WILL TRY TO SETTLE STRIKE . 


IN ILLINOIS COAL MINES, 


Operators end Employes to Hold Con- 
ference in This City Monday—Inves- 
tigate Wages Paid by the County. 


An effort to adjust the coal strike near East 
St. Louis, where nearly 500 miners are out, 
will be made in Chicago next Monday, when 
the executive boards of the IMirois Coal 
Operators’ association and the United Mine 
Workers of Illinois will meet. 

The trouble at present is confined ‘to the 
Lumaghi mines, five of which are shut down. 
Coal operators declare two teamsters violated 
the agreement and the union refused to dis- 
cipline the men. When the mine was shut 
down, on five days’ notice, according to the 
terms of the joint trade agreement, the 
miners employed in the other four mines quit 
work. 

In the meantime the company was granted 
an injunction restraining the men from quit- 
ting work, and it now is asserted the striking 
miners are in contempt of court.
